and various Ultlo articles of wearing apparel, 
were also captured. A quantity of corn 
which waa stored at tho mouth of Powder 
Kiver, as late as Aug. 5, where Terry was 
Bred on, was among the spoils. Tho wholo 
march since Terry and Crook mot, goes to 
confirm tho soundness of tho latter's views 
of the enemy's probablo destination and 
whereabouts since leaving their camp on tho 
Little Horn. 


Lieutenant Von Tutwitz of Company C

have "concluded to vote for Samnel J. 
Tilden," tho Democratic candidate for tho 
next presidency, "feeling that tho condition 
of tho country demands it;" yet, not wish- 
ing to make a mistake, you appeal to mo as 
tho friend of your people, and ask: " "Do 
you beliovo that the colored man can voto 
for and holp elect tho Itoform (I) ticket, 
and be safe? Is Samuel J. Tilden trust- 
worthy ?" 


I thank you for thus honoring mo with 


your confidence, and bo assured that, mak- 
ing tho onso of the entire population of the 
country my own,—as I have always hitherto 
done,—-I will answer your questions in ac- 
cordance with my profoundest convictions, 
and as ono occupying a thoroughly inde- 
pendent position in the matter of politics.

culturist throwa out a useful hint to farmers 
who havo light, Bfindy soils, when he pays : 


Almost all thin soils are peculiarly sub- 


ject to leaching—that is, to having their 
goodness 
washed 
through 
them. Tbo 


remedy is to make n aoil full of fine mold. 
To this end tho land must have n crop upon 
it all tho time. A growing crop fills the 
soil with roota. Tho roots decoaiposo and 
form mold, Kail clover is pro-ominent as a 
mold-making nnd soil-making plant. Buck- 
wheat ia useful chietty whenlit ia plowed un- 
der. Corn sowed 
QS for n fodder, being 


scattered in every 
third furrow, 
when 


; 
lowing, may bo plowed under, or it tuny 
o out and fed or cured ; In either case It la 


beneficial. Tho roots and stubs make " a 
great muss of mold in the soil, aud whore it 
ia all made use of as a green manuring tho 
result is most satisfactory. Turnips cover 
the land quickly, nud if plowed nndor arc of 
marked bonoQt. In nny event thoy prevent 
tho growth of woods, nnd as summer fal- 
lowing is always detrimental to suoh land, 
quick-growing green manure crops are our 
only resource, for by their «ao wo work the 
soil, wo kill tho woods and we improve tho 
[and, all at tho same time arid with littlo la- 
bor.

must bo done which can only bo done by 
Ibo stringent application of tho military 
power. The nomad lifo, tho pursuits of tho 
hunter, tbo Boeiefy of tbo tribe—nil these 
tho Indian must abnndon boforo bo cnn bo 
turned, wo do not pay into a useful but into 
nn cndurnblo citizen. This abandonment 
must, in tho lirst inslniico, bo enforced by 
military methods nnd by tho removal of tbo 
agencies with thoir well-rnonmng but mis- 
chievous clerical manager?. Tbo Indiana 
must bo compelled to givo up tbo huutinc 
life which is always adulterated with brig" 
nndngp, and which uselessly excludes col- 
ouizntion from somo of tbo best land in tbo 
continent. Thoy must bo placed in tho 
centre of districts fairly populated, and bo 
informed that, if they do not wish to stnrvo, 
thoy must till tho ground nssignod to thorn, 
or turn to somo other kind of honest Inbor. 


In tbis way thoy will escapo tho domornli- 


zation both of their nomad lifo on tbo plnina 
and of thoir pauperized existence nbout tbo 
agonciesj If tho churches wish to do the 
Indians spiriti.nl service tboy can find them 
out in their agricultural locations and tench 
them like other people. But tbo pretension 
of Uishop Whipplo to administer n great 
polity in tho Indian country,is in thoso days 
simply ludicrous. 
In two yoare, if tbo 


United States government nets with vigor, 
there need bo no talk any moro of na "In- 
dian policy," ftnd this without nuy "oxtermi- 
untion.1'

hundred thousand savages into ft civilized 
Rocioty of much more than n hundred times 
thnt number cannot bo difficult, and ought 
to bo accomplished.

FALL FEEDING IN MOWING GROUNDS. 


It ii a common practice of some farmers, 


perhaps of moat of them, to make HBO of 
their mowing Holds for pa&turngo after the 
grass crop baa been romoyod and tho 
aeoesMtrj supply of food in the pastures has 
become scanty. The ready resort of a shift 
from a abort paaturo to the mowing IB quito 
too tempting to bo resisted by'many, par- 
ticularly u they iuoouaidontely conclude 
that the extra food so obtained is nearly all 
elear gain. 


TbU conclusion we believe to bo decided- 


ly erroneous. Onr own convictions, after a 
trial of both ways for a series of years, are, 
with fow exceptions, perhaps, that cattlo 
fcad horses should never bo allowed to sot 
foot upon a mowing fiold for the purpose of 
grazing, especially if the lot is to bo any 
longer retained for the production of hay. 
Tho surface soil nhould bo kept just as light 
and porous as it can be for the growth and 
retention of our most valuable grasses, as 
well as for onr other field crops, so as to ad- 
mit of a free circulation of air and moisture 
In Immediate contract with *,ho roots. A fro- 
qaontly • trodden path across a 
fertile 


grass plot produces little or nothing, as we 
are all well aware, aud just in proportion as 
the whole plat is trodden its productiveness 
la diminished. A very rich soil, wo know, 
will retain its, productiveness comparatively 
well under many adverse circumstances. 
Bat that is riot tho kind with which most of 
ns have to deal; on tho contrary, soil of 
only ordinary fertility is such 09 most farm- 
era hereabouts are obliged to content thom- 
selrei with ; consequently to allow each to 
become prematurely unproductive by reason 
of the gnawing down, tramping, breaking 
and exposing of the grass roots, particularly 
of such varieties of the grass as are the most 
desirable tocultivato,so as to cause their pre- 
mature decay, is the worst kind of economy. 


With us it is stifo to say that a field which 


will produce good crops of hord'sgrass for 
ton or more years in succossiqn, without 
feeding, will hardly produce that variety of 
grass, or any other equivalent substitute for 
it, for more than one half thnt length of 
time if fed considerably. This is in nccord- 
ance with our own actual expBripnco in the 
matter. Besides this, the mowing fiold is 
often rendered quite unfit for the use of the 
machine or the scythe, by reason of the un- 
evenness of tho surface caused by tho tread- 
ing o£ the cattle when the ground is wet and 
soft. If the after-growth is such as to re- 
quire removal, it should be taken off with 
tho mowing mochiuo or scythe; if there is 
not enough of it to admit of this being dono, 
no danger need bo apprehended from its 
being allowed to remain. On tho contrary, 
it will serve to protect tho roots through tho 
whiter uuu Oiiuuuoo iuu iiuxi. yt-iir'a crop.—
